On Wednesday, the 24th instant, Mr. 
Rmithe, one of the members tor Cowicban 
District, presented a petition signed by 34 
electors of the Municipality of Salt Spring 
Island, praying the House to pass an Act to 
‘dissolve tbat Municipality. We are not 
aware of the reasons that have prompted the 
siguers of the petition in question to take 
such a retrograde step iva matter of so mech 
interest to the people of that island. It is 
barely a year yet since Letters Patent were 
issued, in compliance with a requisition from 


_ these same people, setting Salt Spring Island 


apart as a muuicipality under the Munici- 
palities Act, 1872, and it eertnioly seems very 
strange indeed that the Salt Spring Islanders 


should so suddenly have grown tired of the } 


priviieges they acquired under the Act, of 
manfiging their own local affairs-id their own 
Tt: is the firet instance we recollect 
ever to bave heard or read, of a community 
of jotelligent people having once obtained 
“ bt te govern themselves and manage 
théir'oWn local affairs, voluntarily asking to 


’ ‘be pelieved ‘of that responsibility. Of the 


hundreds of manicip»! corporations im tbe 
the Province of Ontario, of various grades, 


tn the history of that Province of any com- 
monity ever relinquishing their municipal 
privileges after having once obtained them 
Whatever may be the true cause of this pack- 
wacd movement on the part of ourSalt Spring 
Island friends, we doubt very mucb if it ap 
pears on thé face of the petition.» It certain- 
ly is not bedanse they do not possess a suffi- 
cient amount of business tact and general iu- 
telligence to carry on their muuicipal affairs 
advantageously and satisfactorily themselves, 
and for thatireason they wish once more to 
cole under the supervision and control of 
the Commissioner of Lands and Works. Nor 
can it be that it is a-whit more expensive for 
,them to attend to their own affairs as a 
meénicipality, than it was, or is again likely 
to be if their municipal charter be annulled, 
when their wants were attended to and publie 


improvements were carried out under orderé |’ 


issued from the Lands and Works Depart- 
ment. We cannot help thinking that the 
persons who appended their names to the 
p:tition in question have been induced to do 
so witboat giving that due consideration to 
the subject they should have done. We can- 
not, of course, say what action the Legisla- 
téco will take in respect of this petition. 
They will, we have no doubt, require some 
better reasons than the gratification of a 
mere whim, before consenting to pass a 
special Act of Parliament to relieve the peo- 
ple of Salt Spring Island of the responsibili- 
ties they voluntarily took upon themselves 
less than a year ago by becoming an (incor- 
porated municipality. To grant the prayer 


of their petition would be to establish a very 
/ objectionable precedent, and one that may 
@ccasion s great deal of trouble to the Legis. | strection 


Isture hereafter. It should be no easy mat- 
ter for any community, having become incor- 
porated, to relieve themselves of the respon- 
sibility of that Act. The law makes it very 


“easy to become incorporated, but once the 


Letters Patent ef incorporation are issued, it 
#hould be a very difficult matter indeed to 
emeul the charter, and never unless for grave 
and very urgent reasons. Communites sbould 
weigh the matter well before deciding to 
become incorporated, and having once taken 
the step they should abide by i. If the 
Legiglatare should see fit to comply with the 
prayer of the Salt Spring Island petition, it 
Would at once open the door to any amount 
of plotting and scheming among dissatisfied 
individuals ja other municipalities for ao 
abrogation of their municipal charters, and 
the result would be that the usefulness of 
municipal institutions would be very much 
impaired, if they were not really brought iato 
ridicule and contempt. Unless the people of 
Salt Spring are prepared to give good and 
substantial reasous why they should be re- 
lieved of their municipal charter, we hope the 
Hovse will not entertain it, If they have 
simply grown tired of their privileges, and 
don’t wish to be bothered with municipal 
cares, who can tell but next year they may 
change their minds again and desire to be 
Felacorporated ? The fact is, they have not 
given the sabject a fair trial ; many of those 
who signed the petition may have done so 
simply because they were asked, and for no 
Stronger reason, and probably the House 
equld not do those people « greater favor 
than to decline their request, for the present 
atleast, as itis possibleby this time next 
year their minds will have undergone another 
ebsoge, they will be satisfied with the privi- 
leges they have asa municipality, and be 
prepared to use them and make the most 
of them.

Cotumpra River Iwexovement,—By the 
latest reports from up the Columbia, we learn 
that Contractor Montgomery has a gang of 
men engaged in improving the condition of 
the channel at Umatilla Rapids. Work at 
Devil's Bend bas been completed some days. 
At that poin® the channel for over 100 yards 
has been greatly improved by the removal of 
‘a number of large boulders, which have long 
beset navigation, Unless the large quantities 
of ice which have accumulated ia the upper 
channel should give way suddenly, aud thus 
be precipitated over the rapids, work at 
Umatilla Rapids will not be interrupted until 
completed. The work included in the -con- 
tract for the improvement of the upper Col-

The Famine in India. 


It will.bave been seen by the telegrams 
that the fears ofa famioein Bengal, which 
has been temporarily allayed, have again re- 
vived, and the importation of stores of food 
is urged. Daring little more than ten years, 
there have been three terrible famines in In- 
dia. That in the north-western provinces 
killed 250,000 miserable creatures ; that in 
Orissa, 1,290,000 ; that ih Rajpootana,1,364, - 
529,—io all, 2,815,629. Bengal, where a 
famine is now peoding, is one of tlie most 
densely populated paris of India, and ualess 
adequate preparations are made for the emer- 
gency, the consequences will be appalling 
It is said the Indian Government are acting 
very energetically in providing stores of food; 
and it-is-hoped the calamity may be averted, 
or at least, nearly mitigated. The famine is 
due to the failure of the crops. It is re- 
markable; in face of the cry io India, to send 
to America far food, to find it reported that 
people io lows, ia the very lap of the ‘*teem- 
ing west,’’ are in @ starving condition also 
from the failure of the crops. . We suppose, 
in the latter case, that want of communica- 
tion is the cause ; and they are practically as 
far off as India from the regions of their own 
country, whence they might draw. materials 
for subststevce.—LEnglish Paper.

surrender of the Virginius. prisoners to Lt.- 


Commander Braine, of the Juniata. It ap- 
pears that the Spanish authorities to the last 
moment-kept the poor wretches in ignorance 
of their| prospective release, and with base 
inhumanity led them to suppose that they 
were to| be butchered, 

Priests were with them taking thei: con- 
fesiond and dying declarations, and-implor- 
ing them to look to God for pardon, They 
were taken out of prison in despair, but on 
tbeir way to the slaughter-pens, as they sup- 
posed, their eyes fell upon the Juniata, flying 
the American flags When they realized the 
truth, a scene occurred which beggars des. 
cription. Their enthusiasm knew no bounds, 
They were speedily transferred to the deck 
of the Juniata, and gave vent to the most ex- 
travagant but touching demonstrations of joy 
—embracing each other, some cryiug, some 
kissing, and others audibly offering thanks to 
God for their deliverance from the horrors of 
their dungeon, and the prospect of an igno- 
minigus death, 

On}he night before the surrender, the off- 
cers akd crew of the Juniata.were stationed 
at quarters, her guns being tornedon the 
city. 

The Spanish volunteers having been excit- 
ed to open riot by a rumor that the surrender 
was.to take place, a large number of thém 
went in a body to the Governor's palace, and 
begged permission to attempt the capture of 
the Juniata, saying they could do it with 
knives alone. The Governor refused to grant 
permission, 7 

Our officers believed that tke application 
was made in earnest, and nota few regrets 
were expressed that it was not favorably en- 
tertained, as the Juniata alone, not to speak 
ofthe Kansas and Pinta, would have been 
more than a match for the agsailants, 

On-the arrival of thé Pinta at San Diego, 
ordera came to the ship from Commander 
Braioe for the Paymaster to issue all the 
blankets and pea-jackets in bis department to 
the prisoners, who were hardly fit to be seen 


This was speedily done, but they were still 
in a state of great destitution. Orders came 
for every mau On board to give up his own 
blankets and wearing apparel in the good 
cause, with the promise that all would be re- 
placed on the arrival of the ship at Key West 
The officers and men cheerfully complied 
with the order, ouoly preferring that it should 
have been issued as a request, in which case 
they would bave obeyed with just as much 
alacrity. : 

Every heart was touched by the pitiable 
condition of the prisoners. The poor tellows 
report that they were treated most barbar- 
ously. . 

The surrender took place at Moro Castle, 
six miles below Santiago de Cuba. A receipt 
was given for-the prisoners. 

It was reported in Santiago de Cuba.that 
when it was foand the Virginius had been 
towed out of the barbor of Havana, a large 
number of Spanish naval officers of high rank 
tendered their resignations to the Home Gov- 
eroment by telegraph, 


Wasutnoton, Dec, 22,—Attorney General 
Williams bas sent to the Secretary of State a 
lengthy written opinion, to the effect thatthe 
Virgiaius, at the time of ber capture, bad no 
right to carry ‘the American flag, and that 
her registration by Patterson as an American 
ship, was in fraad of the United States. 

Several reputable lawyers scout Williams’ 
opinion that notwithstanding the Virgisius 
was fraudulently registered, that fact does 
not affect her right to be protected from mo- 
lestation on the high seas. They bold that a 
fraudulent register gives to those obtaining 
it no-rights mot possessed before ; therefore 
if the register was fraudulent, the Virgioius 
bad no right to the. protection of the Ameri- 
can flag.
